From 22nd FEBRUARY 1902 to 3Ist SAECH 1903. 


I. I eatered upon mj offico as Director General of Arohuiology on the 22nd 
Febnuuy 1902, haring obtained the sanction of the Goyormnent of to take 

charge of my duties immediately on landing at Domhay. PreriouB to my appointp 
meet the Office of the Director General had been in abeyance smee tlie retiretnent 
of Dr. Burgess in 18S9, in which year the Government of India decided, on grounds 
of dnanoial economy, to limit the Arofueological staff to a Government epigmphkt 
and three Provincial Surveyors—^for liladras, Bombay, and the United pTOTinoes— 
with the addition of an arnhiteotnral assistant for the last named drolc. In 1693 the 


establishment of Provinciid Sim'cyors was ogoin reorganised on more liberal lines, 
and the Government of India snbseq^uently determined to re-cstnbliah a central 
controllmg authority by reviving—tentatiyoly for a period of five years,—the post 
of Director General As eAcpIained in the Government of India's letter No. 1015 
of 25th March 1902, my office is of an advisory m^nre only, without executive 
powers. The chief duties oonneoted with it consist in securing the proj^er up*keep 
and preservation of the ancient monuments of the countiy; in exercising a geaeial 
supervision over the works of restoration and repair, over excavation, and the 
registratioa and dcsodption of monuments, and over antiquarian resKiroh i and in 
assisting the Provinoial Surveyors to aacertoin and to moot the special requirements 
of each Province, 

2. I arnmged to meet Ur, Consens on March Srd at Bhusawal, and in the 
meantime took the opportmuiy of visiting the caves of Blephanta and Kanhari in 
the vicinity of Bombay. The Blephimta caves ore kept in thorough repair, and I 
saw no reason for any measures other tbaa those already recommended hy the 
Arehseological Surveyor. The Kanhari caves were still being disfigured by visitors' 
names, some sorawlcMl in obarcool of paint, otheis scratched or chiselled. I asked 
the Superintendent, Bombay Circle, to recommend again that a chowkidar should be 
attached to the cav^ and that the fakir, who had taken up his residence in the must 
important ball , should bo ojeoted. y

3. I reaolied Calcutta cm the Stli March iLud made it mj first care to aao^taiu 
the lines oa irhich the Govemment of Tudia wish me to dlEOot the work of the aur> 
Tcy, fluf] to collect a suffident ataf^ to carry ou the utunctUato work of the offlce. 
For this purpose the BcTunuo oud A^cultuze Dopaitmeut kindiy placed at my 
disposal the scryiccs of cue clerk (Babu P. Mukherji), and tiuusfBrred Babu F. C. 
Mukheiji from the office of the Arohaeologujal Surreyor, Bangui Circle* to act as 
diuftaman. Shortly afterwards two more clerks and a photographer were added to 
my establishment> In September Babu C. Muklierji iras retransferred to Bcnga]* 
as his work was found to he more suited to the needs of the Provincial Survey, and 
another photographer-dtaftsTTmn was reendtod in hts plaoc from the Aroha;<ological 
office. United Provinces of Agra and Oudh. 

-L In their letter No. 2563—63-3, dated the 4th August 1902, the Govemmeut 
of India desired me to submit a note ou the epemtions and future conduct of the 
Arolueolc^cal Survey, This note was submitt^ idth my letter No, 328, dated 6th 
April 1903, and explained the Lines ou which it was proposed to conduct the survey, 
and which have been provi^onally followed during the past year. Among other 
matters 1 suggested (a) that a clEarer definition was needed of the respective duties 
of Archseolegical officers and Fublio Works officers in rdsttem to the conservation 
of ancient monuments. These duties had been pcescribod in the Government of 
India, Department of BeveDue and Agriculture, Circular No, 21—40-1, dated 25th 
June 1S95, and in the despatch to the Sc'cretaiy of State, dated Ifith June IS99, hat 
the respon^bility thereby laid upon officers had been either misunderstood or onre- 
oognised. The definitions I advanced were subsequently embodied in the Eesolution 
of tho Government of Jndia No. 26^23-2, dated 7th Juuo 1903, which set forth that 
the Archtoologieal Officer is himself to initiate propcaals for consorvation, as well aa 
to advnse on the proposals sabnnttad by oificem of other Departments; that be is to 
prepare hsts of the monuments Anr! antiquarian remains in Ids charge; to pass piftna 
and estimates; and to assist in the supervidou of conservutiou w urlu actually in pre^ 
gress. The Public Works Department also issued a Circular letter No. 644 C. W.—B,, 
dated the 12th May 1903, emphasising the Standing Orders laid down in their Code, 
Volume I, rules 318, 319, and 1046. 

(ftj That the Arohmological offineis should bo permitted to carry out any argent 
potty works of oonaervation tho dearauoe of jungle growth) without reference 
to the Public Works Department, and tliat for this purpose a small sum be 

provided in the consenation budget The aim of this suggaatiaa was to give effect 
to the Government of India's Eeaolution of the 15th March 1386. 

(c) That more attentiou had been given to survey drawings than was intended 
at the last reorganUatioii of the Department in 1898, and that several Hefutf infl of 
oiuntorrupted work by the Areba?ologioal Sarveyois would be needed for their pubU- 
cation. It seemed casontial that the volumes already in band diotiM be brought 
to completion before more drawings were accumulated, and, with the impending 
increase in conBcrvation work, a good opportunity appeared to preflent itself. It 
waa evident that the suparvunon of conservation work would necessilato much 
travelling and would occupy the Surveyor fur almost as many mouths aa tho 
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field and survey v&tTs. had pravioiialy done; but that tbefo would be little or no 
material to work up afterwards at bead-quarters, and that the Surreyor would tbua 
be free to devote himself to the publioation of the survey material already amaaaed. 
With this view tba Government of India ooncuned, and the necessary mstruetionH 
wore issued iu the Resolution quoted above, 

6. In the samo note I referred also to the advantage of associating the 
Aicbreolc^cal Surveyors with the admhustiatiQn of the antiquarian sections of the 
chief Provincial Museums in their respective circles, and of making them in some 
degree responsible for the management of those sections where that had not hitherto 
been done. The suggestion was prompted by reasons which were explained in the 
Government of India’s Circular Ifo. 22—53-1 of 15th June IfiOSt and. met with the 
approval of the Local Administrations, by whom the scheme has now been uniformly 
adopted. 

ti. Another matter to whioh the attention of the Government was invited in 
my letter Ko. 491, dated 8th October 1902> was the irregular excavation of aneient 
sites by unauthorised and inoompetent persons. Several iustanoes of the evil bad 
occurred in the early part of the year, and it was feared that in some cases at least 
Taluable arohseological evidence, whioh the excavation might otherwise have 
brought to light, had been irretrievably lost. Regulations on this subjoct bad 
akendy been laid down in paragraph 13 of the Oirculai No. 2L—40-1 of June 27th, 
1895, and Local Governments wore again asked to oo-op«rate in ensuring due regard 
being paid to these. 

7. On the 8tb of April M02. I left Simla for uiy spring tour and visited 
Muttra, Briudaban, Mjdiaban, Agra, and Delhi. At the two laat-nara^ places 1 toon, 
accompanied His Excellency the Viceroy during bismapection of the ancient build- 
bga. The imitructioUB then issued by His Excellency wore incorporated in a note 
prepared by Mr. A. C. Polwhelo, ExBonUve Engineer, Agra Division, and the works 
have now been successfully brought to completion. They relate chiefly to the Taj 
and Burroouding buildtugs: to the Diwan-i-Am, Anguri B^h, Jehangin Mahal, 
Jasmine Tower and Machhi Bhawan, In the Fort; and to the tomb of Ikmad-ud-dau^ 
and the Cbini-ka-Rausta ocroes therrver. Full details of the meaBorcs are given in 
the Archawlopcal Report, United Provinces, for 1902-1903. 

At Briudaban I carefully inspected the temples of Qovind Deo, Gopmath, 
Jugal Kishore, Madan Mohan, and Eadha BaDabh, and advised the Government of 
the United Provinoes to restore the two temples of Jugal Kishore and Radha BalJabh. 
Accurate plans, drawings and photographs of these two buildmgs have ainoe been 
prepared. The estimate for the preposed repaira have also been oountaiBigned and 
funds allotted from the Imperial Revenuo for the execution of the work. 1 visited 
the Idflub Mosque at Muttra also, ondprepoeod certain mcosorea for its conservution, 
but in view of the indiffetent attitude adopted by the Committee of the Mosque, 
cxmcluded tbflt Government aid might, for the present at least, bo advantageously 

withhold, 

8. I left Simla on the 26tb July for my ^monreon tour with one clerk and a 
draftsman, and visited Lahore, Delhi, djmer, CWtorgwb oml Agra, returning to 
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h^-qTiartera on the Sed of September, Being mthent a photographer I ntiliied, 
with tlm permission of the Government of the United Provinocs, the services of Babn 
Gholam Basul Beg, the Head Bmfteman of the Archaeological Office, United Provin¬ 
ces, who helped me to prepara a few photographs and drawirigs of the buildings at 
Delhi and Lahore. Detailed notes on the bnildings inspected, and on the measures 
enggested for their preservation, were submitted to the Govemmerft of Tnitm in the 
memorandum aooompanjmg my letter No. 4S8, dated'Sth October 1002.

At the Delhi Port I recommended also the lepkcemenL on its original rite out¬ 
side the Delhi Gate, of the Elophant statue which now stands in the Queen-s gaidens - 
the restoratiDD to its old form of the famons Hayat Bakhsh garden, ■with the SawfuJ 
and Bbadon pavilions, the ffiiah Burj, and the Him Mahal; and the eicavntion and 
ratoratmn of the system of water channels, tanha and fountains, connecting them. 
For this purpose 1 suggested also the evaouation and demolition of the smaU modern 
mihta^ building scattered over the old garden. Similar proposals were made for 
reconstmetmg the ^em in the garden around Humayun's tomb, for the 
rei^val of the modem vilkge from the precinct of Isa Khmik tomb and mosque 
and for the repair of the latter buildings. ^ ’ 

At Ajmer my roggmeoM related to minor detail, in ootmeoHon with the rmtora- 
tion and impmoment of the Ana Sagar Band, Trhihh had bren eommenred in 1B»4. 

and to protective work to the AThni^lIn-ka Jlompni Mosque

■torey below For to reet, I waa of opimos that to fonndationa were nndialurbed. 
tot to eiaeka were canoed by Ugbtmng, and tot it would aaffloe merely to repS' 
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the damage in tha hirer storeys of the Towerl The Darbar of Udaipur howerer, 
acting on the adrico of the Hailway Manager, Mr, LiUIe, decided to pn1l down the 
Tower to its foniidations and rebuild it stone by stone, the work being entruBted to 
a local mibiri. Fortunately the crowning chliatri only had been reraoTed when the 
Tower waa inspected by His Excellenpy the Viceroy, at whose instoncctheMaharaTra 
thereupon agreed to stop its further demolitiotL Careful reports on the Btmetnre 
were aiterwards prepared by Sir S- S, Jacob and Mr. Coasens, and iustrucHons issued 
for its restoration on the lines originally suggested. 

At Agra my recommendations were confined to the buildinga noted below *—

9. I started for my cold weather tour on the 5ih of November 1902, and first WinUr tow- 
visited the Frontier Province, Here I was aoeompamed by Dr. Ycgel, our primarv 
object being to select a site for the excavations already proposed by him. On our 
way to the Frontier we examined Takahaaijn or Taxila, La the Eawalpindi District, 
and afterwards inspected the most important sites around Peshawar, the Haaht- 
nagar villages, and iu the Sudam valley* Eventually we determined that the vici¬ 
nity of Cbaisatla w'ould be the best field for exploration. My other recommoutlotioiis 
iu the Frontier Province, contained in my letter No. 692, dated the 20th December 
1902, related to the preservatioii of the Uuddhist remains at Jamalgarhi, and to the 1 
creation of a Museum at Pediawar. From Peshawar I returned to Lahore and Agra ( 
to inspect the works in progress, and theuce proceedal to Gwalior on December Ibt, ' 

Nearly all the important monumentB in the Gwalior Fort hftve been treated with 
eiooptional oare. Some additional works to the Man Mandir and Teli-ka-Mandir 
wore advocated by me, and I strongly advised that the preserratiou of the tomb of 
Muhammad Ghaus aud of the Gujami Malnd, at the base of the Fortress, should 
be taken iu hand by the Datbir, and in a memorandum forwarded to the Resident 
with my letter No. 700, dated ISth July liJ03, I noted in detail the measures to bo 
carried out. 

Leaving Gwalior on the fith December I visited Ujjoin, Dewas, Indore, and 
Hutinm successively. My archmological notes on these places will be contained in 
a future report. At Eutiam I obtained from the Darbar the loan of two copper 
plates, measuring about y'xlli'", containing two Valabbi inscriptions of Samvat 
321, which will he published in Part II of ttus Heport, 

10. I toured in the Bombay Presidency from tbo 16th Deotnnbor until January 
lOth, and again frona February dth to February 10th, visiting Abmedabadj Bombay, 

Poona, and Bijapur. My detailed notes on the conserration of buildings at the^ 
places, and on the general working of the Provincial Department, were submitted to 
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the Government of India irith my letter No. 637, dated the 5tU Johb 1903. The 
Boheine of oocBervatiou whioh 1 advocated in Eombay was of a more comprtihensivo 
nature than had hitherto been adopted in that Presidonoy, but, except in the case of 
one or two of the most important monuments) lile the 6al Gumbax and the Ibrahim 
Rauza at Ahmsdabod)- it included only EtraigbtfoTwand meaaTires of conservation 
and repair. At Abmedabad the scheme related to the foUowing buildings;—

In connection with the establishment of a Museum at Bi|apUT, refereed to in the 
GoTonmient of Indians letter No, 1D23—42-2 of I6th Juno 1002, Mr. Coiise3is advised 
tho oonveision of the Nogar Khana into a Museum btdlding, and this suggestion 
has since been earned into eSect by the Local Government. An interesting colleo' 
tion of antiquities bearing on the local history of Bijapur had been made some years 
ago by the Arohteological Superintendent of Western India and located in what is 
now the B&k Bungalow. Later, the collection was transferred by tho district 
antboritiea to the cellais of a private house, where the objects seem to have been 
partially broken up. Such remnants as survive will form a nueleua for the new 
Museum. It is regrettable that the adviBability of providing permanent aooomnioda* 
tion for these antiquities was not recognised at an earlier date, 

At PoQUB 1 visited the head^qaaiteis of the Archmological Superintendent of 
Western India, where I had the opportmuty of inspecting his collection of drawings, 
photographs, »nd other materials, and of discussing with him the work of the Pro- 
vinoial Department, and the ebaogos in respect of conservation and survey work, 
which I guggestod in my memorandum. The aiin of these changes was to give more 
practical effect to the scheme of work determined on at the reorganisation of the 
Department in 189B, and to bring the operations of the Bombay snrvey into closer 
uniformity with those of the other surveys of India. Brom Poona I visited also the 
Karli oaves with Mr. Consens, who has noted on the results of our inflection in 
paragmph 4 of his Provincial Report. 

11. On Jannaiy Uth 1 joined the Superintendent of the Archmolcgicol Surrey, 
Msdias and Coorg, on a tour of inspeotian to the ancient monitments of TijaTanBgar, 
SompaUe/TeUore, Madras, Conjeeveram, Tonjore, and Triehinopoly. Tho ruins of 
tbo places first ^visited, and especially of Vijayauagar, proved more eTtcnrire and 
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demanded a larger ahare of our time than wc had anticipated, compeUing na to 
curtail onr programme, which was origmaOy planned to inolndo a Tiait to tho 
temples of Madura and Tinnevelly, and to the excavations at Adichanallur. At iho 
Pallava temples of Conjeeveram, and at the tank and Mandapam at Yaiikondapuram 
near Trichnaopoly, many repairs were urgently needed, but, as these had already been 
partially dealt with by the Archmological Superintendent, I left it to him to record 
my notes s:nd make the necessary report to the Xiocal Govemment. The other 
results of my inspectiDn were recorded in the memorandum on arcbmology in Madras 
aooompanying my letter to the Government of India, Ko. 689, dated the 25th June 
1903. The estimates for conservation, which had been framed in acoordanoe with 
my instruotions given to the District Engineers, ralatad to the following menu-

In the same memorandnm I urged the importance of adopting in the Madras 
Presidency ft more liberal policy towards conservation, and of (mrrying 
the systematic lines foUowed in other porta of Indis. To this end I suggeEted: fiM, 
that Vmae adequate financial provision diould be made by the Madras ^vernm^t; 
Bficondlv. that tUo number of monuments selected for conBervabon dioifid not e 
Limited' to the arbitrarj' numher of IpO, but that the list should depen upon e 
importanoe of the monuments, and upon that alone; and th^y. that the monnmen 
in the sbleded list should bo regularly inspected and reported on by the officers of the 
Publio Works Department, in whoso charge they were placed. 

!«» Prom Trichinopolyl worked north to Bangalore, where I viBded the head- 

quart^ of the Mysore Archmotogical Office, and afterwards ptooeeded. vid Bombay, 
to Mhow, Dhar. and Mandu, for the purpose of leporting on the mon^^ts m the 
tiro last mentioned places, to which attention had been calW by Hia ExwUenoy 
the Yiooroy. Here I was again accompanied by the Arohmological Supermtendent 
for Western India, Ihe great number of buildiijgs demanding o/mserration at both

Itandu and Dtiar precluded out talcing in hand# during the present more tihan a 
very Hnuted seotion of the whole, anfl 1 Accordingly restricted my detailed notes to 
the Jomi Masjid, HoahAng's Tomb, and the mosque of lUlnwar Khan at Mandrj, and 
to this Lat HA.«jid at Dhar j and ar]vised, in addition, certain proviaional protective 
measnres at the masque of the Malik Mngbis, the Hmdola Malml, and the so-called 
tower of Victory. The mibseqnent eicaTutions carried out around the last building, 
under the supeirision of Captain E. Barnes, PoUtical Agent, Bhopawar State, led to 
most interesting and unexpected discos eriea, of which a prelmnnaiy account will 
bo found in Part II of this Eeport.

13. Prom Mandu I went to Ajmer, and thence, at His ExceUency the Viceroy’s 
request, to Mount Abn, whcaw I reported on the restomtions required at the fammis 
DiTwara Temples, and the methods by which (hey could bo carried oot to the best 
advantage. The occasion of His Excellenry’s visit to Mount Abu in Noremljer 
1902 had been colebrated by an almost complete white-wasliing of the temples inside 
and ont, and the painting of the woodwork in a variety of ^udy cobura. Other 
injuries aUo had previously been done to the interior of the temples through inartis¬ 
tic Btnictuial repairs, unskilful reatomtion, and the use of acids for restoring the 
whiteness of the marble. At His Excellency’s desire further action of any kind was 
suspended by the local Jain Committee, untU they cm\d bo advised as to the appro¬ 
priateness of their proposed restoratiom. At the same time the reprosentativ® from 
the Bombay Presidency promised to find fimds up to the extent of four lakhs, if 
necessarj^ with which to cany out any duly sanctioned proposals. 

14. Between the 4th and 21st of March I again visited Agra and Delhi to in¬ 
spect the works in progress, and at the latter place also to saperintond the restoration 
of the twelve mosaio panels in the Throne of Shah Jalion, which were lately 
recovered by the Govenunent of India frmn the Tmateea of the Victoria and Atliert 
Museum, South Eengsington. The question of the original provenance of tliese 
panels, and the circumstances attending their removal to England and subsequent 
return to India, will be referred to in Part II of this Report. 

From Delhi I hastened to the Frontier Province to join Dr. Vogd in the 
oscavatioDB at Cbarsada, alluded to in paragraph 9 above. I remained them for a 
month, and finally returned to head-quart ere on the 2ath April. 

lo. Five montlis of the year, i.e,, from May to July inolusive, and September 
and October, were spent by mein SUnb in writing up the notes maJe during my 
previous tours, in passing plans and estimates, and in the other routioe duties con¬ 
nected with my ollice. During this period also I yvas occupied in making myself 

acquainted with the previous records and reports of the AroUmoIogieal Surveys, both 
Imperial and Provincial 

16. During the whole of the year under report the United Provinces ware with¬ 
out a urveyoP, Munshi Gbolam Rasul Beg, Head Draftsman, held chaise of the 
current duties of the Arctuoological Oifico. * 

Mr. Consens and Dr. Bloch, the Arcbmological Superintonflcnts in the Bom¬ 
bay and Bengal Circles respectively, were on leave in Europe, the former from the 
22nd ilay to (he 21st Novomber, and the latter from July 10!h to October 17th.

The office of Sfr, Cousens was placed in cUat^ of Dr. A. W. ThoaiMn, of the College 
of Science, Poona, and that of Dr Eloob in chai^ of the clerk. 

In Burma the appointment of an Assistant Surre^or baa been motioned, and an 
extra photographer added to the Bombaj staff. 

J.7. The Superintendent of the Archteologicsl Survey, lladraa and Coorg, 
aecom})ajiicd me throughout my tour in Madras and also visited Chattrutuaugalam, Sainjoi^i. 
Kalakaneheri, Kumracheri, Palghat, Fallathri, and Tirup(alpur, besides a number of 
places in the Trichinopoly District. 

The ArcluBological Superintendent, Western India, met me at Indore, and 
accompanied me to Ahmedabad, P^Kina, Karli, and Bijapui, and afterwards to Dbar, 

Maudu, Ajmer, and Mount Abu. llo also visited Earmalaiuthe Sholapur Distnot, 

^loro in Sind, Hyderabad, Cbitor, and Durban pur and Paclimarbi in tha Central 
Provinces. 

The tours of Dr. Blooh in Bengnl extended ihrongU the districts of Malda, 
Bhagalpur, Mongbyr, the Southal Parganas, Bazaribogh, and Manbbom. In 
Assam he visited all the principal existing remains in the distdot of Kamrup, 

Darang, Bowing, Sibsagar, Caobar, and Sylhet, 

In the Punjab Dr. Vogel, besideB accompanying me to Delhi and Labors in 
J uly and August, made a prolonged journey in Cbamba State. He again joined me 
in the Peshawar Distiict in November 1002, and in March iQOii, 

The tour of the Government Arohmologist, Burma, was restricted to Mandalay, 
hlaymyo, and Pagan. 

IS. The initial list of monuments in the Dolhi and Lahore distriota Las been 
completed during the year by Dr. Vogel, It is provisionalTy publiabed os an ap* wouuttsan. 
psndix to Dr* Vogors Provinaial Beport. The list indudes ddd monumenta, and 
shows in tabulated form the class to which each U to be relegated, its topographical 
position, and approximate date* Bibliographical referencea are also added. The list 
of auoient monuments in Bengal was pubUahed by the Public Works Deportment in 
1895. Much fresh information has, however, since been coUected by Dr. Bloch, and 
the Bengal Government lias accordingly decided that the next edition ohall bo 
revised by the Archtnological Department. 

19. In the Haiabar District of Madias, the temples in the following places were 
surveyed :— Agathathri, Karachori, Pallavoor, Thlmari or Pnrai, and VadacaxLcheri. 

The survey of the country around Vijajanogar u'as continued, about 90 square miles 
being surveyed, and notes of the antiquities made. A detailed account of this is 
given in Port HI of the ifadras Provincial Beport. 

In the Bengal Circle detail drawings of the curious pillars at Dimapur and 
several more at various other places in AasaTn were prepared under Dr. Bloch^s 
su[>ervision. 

At Agra the careful survey of the Port begun by Mr. Pdmund Smith was con¬ 
tinued, ten mote drawings of tlte Anguri Bagb, Salimgarh, and the Diwon'i-am, 
being, added. Two plans of the Badha Ballabh and Jugal KIshore temples at Brin- 
daban were also made. 

Tho majority of the Punjab drawings—'35 in number—'relate to the buildings 
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under repair at Lahore. Progrera was al^o mado with the reprodactiona of the tile* 
work in the Fort 

As stated above in paragraph 4, a cheek has now been put on the acaxunulation 
of elaborate survey drawings, which there is no inunediate prospect of publishing, 
and for the future the attention of the Ardu© logical Superintendeuta will be con* 
fined in the first insianea to the survey of buildings of arebseological value, whicb 
it is not practicable to conserve, and to the preparation of drawings and photographi 
needed in connection with any intended works of restoration. 

20. The chief centrea whore important progress has beoo made in conservation 
are:—Ahmedabad and Hljapnr in the Pombay Presidency; Agra, Lucknow and 
Allahabad in the United Provinces; Delhi and Lahore in the Punjab, and Ajmer b 
the same drcle; Konarak, Gaur, Panduali, BajUaniai, and BhubaaeshTrar b 
Bengal; and Mandalay and Pngan in Burma. With the ereeption of the repair of 
the Hmdu temple at SompoUe, very little hoe been dona in Madras. 

Details of these works are given in the Eeports of the officers of the ProvbciaJ 
Arohasological Surveys and of the Public Works Department. Dcsoriptive and 
illustrated accounts also of the most important buildingB repaired will bo found m 
Part II of the present Deport. 

Speaking generally, it may ba said that very substantial progress has been 
in the matter of conservatioQ, duo not only to the extra financial aid given by 
Local Administrations, but also to the increased interest which they have displayed 
in the works. Particularly has this been the case b the Pimjab, where systematic 
oonservation bad never been undertaken until the present year; hut the United 
I’rovbces, Bengal, and Burma also bare further advanceil their libeml policy of 
former yeaiB. A decided stimulus has also been given by the action of the Govern¬ 
ment of India b taking upon itself more direct respousibility and assigning to 
Arehmology an annual allotment of one lakh, from which special gmats-In^d can 
be given m support of local effort. As a setoff to this improvement bthe pruspecti 
of conservation may be noted the disflguremeat or destroctiou of monuments, of 
which reports contbue to reach the Govemment. Host regrettable are tbo vandal 
repaiia carried out by the wealthy Nattukkotai Chetties b Madras, i^inst which 
Dr. Hultasch made an appeal b Im Annual Deport for 1901-1003. I visited some 
of the ahrmes in the Presidciu^ under repair, and agmw railed the attention of the» 
Government to the appalling havoc whicb was bebg wrought. Energetic steps have 
since been token to soonro the mspension of furthnr operations until the bscriptions 
at least have lioen copied, but a letter of protest from the Doyoi Asiatic Society 
which the Madras Government otdered to be translated mto the vemaotibr, appeari 
to have failed to convince the temple trustees of tlie desirability of preserving thdr 
lithic records. In the Bombay Deport Mr. Couaena also remarks on the recent 
white-washing of the old tomb of Ghulam Shah Kalhora at Hyderabad, and on the 
excavatian of trenches around the base of tbo Buddhist stupa, Mul Mir Dukhan, 
near Jloro, both of which works were carried out without the knowledge of the 
Arohmological Survey. In this connection Mr. Cousens suggests that it should be 
made a hard-and-^ rule that ncthbg whatsoever, however bsiguificant it may 
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seem, ahonld he done to andent lemaim without a preTiotu rofeiieuce to tho ArolueO' 
logical Department." Thb point has lately been dealt with Id the Govemmeiit of 
Indiji’t Bosolutioa referred to aboro in paragraph 4. 

21. In the hladraa Circle 347 now insoriptloTis hS Tc been copied m eight districta Epiiraptr' 
of the Pieddenoy, in TraTanoore and Cochin and in the Nizam’s DoiniaionB. The 

moat important among these are hrieflT discussed in the Report of tlie GorernmeDt 
Epigraphist in Southern India. Elsewhere in India the miM successful epigmpiiical 
work has been dona hy Dr. Vogel in Chamba State, where he haa oellBcted 28 cop* 
per plati*8, dating from the reign of Yugotara, the founder of the present town of 
Chamba, down to the last centurv. A full account of these epigraphicol records, 
which possess mnoh historical ralnc, has heen contributed by him tu Part n of this 
Beport, In Burma 68 iuECriptimiH from the Maniialay, hlyingyan and Pakokku 
districts haTc been deciphered and printed by the PioTincial Suparmtendent. Three 
copper plate inscriptions from tho United ProTinoes hayo also been publ^hod by Dr. 
llnltzsch from impressions supplied by the late ilr. E. Smith. Various cpigraphical 
records, among which are seyaral of constderable value, have also been discoTered or 
rcoopied in Bengal and are discussed in the Froyinciai Report of that circle. 

22. Escavntions were nudertaken during the year at Chwsado in the Pcsba- 
war Tullcy, and in the Tinnevolly District of Madras, Special grants of Us, 3,000 
and Es. 2,000 respectircly were allotted for these from Imperial funds. Tho exca- 
yationa ia the TinneyeDy District, which were in continuation of the work of the pre- 
rious y ear, were carried out by the Arcbseological Superinteodent in Soul hem 
India, who was engaged upon the work for three months. The antiquities recoyored 
by Mr. Rea from the estensive cemeteries in this locality are assigned by him, 
with some probabilty, to the period of the PallavsB and Pandjans. The oollectioa 
coDsists of pottery, iron weapons and implements, brenzea and gold omameots, 1 
exceeding 4,000 ia numbor, and it may Justly be ranked first among the prehistoric 
collections brought togetlier from any one site in India—if indeed the term prehis¬ 
toric is correctly applicable to the period which it represents. All the objects have 
for the present been placed in tbe Madras Museum, but the duplicates will cyen- I 
tuolly be dirided among tho Indian and other Froyinciai Museums. Besides theexca- 
yations in the TinneToily District some slight digging was done at Mnhadauapuram 
and Vyganallur in the Trichinopoly District. At Kurumbur also an ancient temple 
untl a square stone-built well were discuyorod at a considerable depth below the sur¬ 
face, and in the midst of the debris a finely executed image of Snbramanyswami 
and some sculptured slabs. 

At Chareada Dr. Vogel and myself made trial eicavationa in tome of the most 
extensiye mounds, which we haye eyeiy reason to believe mark the site of Pushka- 
lavati, the ancient Capital of Gandhara* The net result of our digging was ihe dis¬ 
covery of a portion of the fortificationa of the ancient Acropolis, nnd the opening up 
of a Buddhist stupa Iwlongiiig probably to tho latter part of the first century A . D., 
and still contaiumg its treasure of sacred relics intact. Tho foundations of a Vihnra 
(?) of a considerably earlier epoch were also uneottbed. From these buildings we 
recovered a considerable collection of sculptures, belonging to the heat period (as far 
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AS that can yet be Ascertained) of t^raeoo-Xndian Art, together with pottery, bron* 
res, coins, gems, and other omAtnents. A few iascrtptions in Caroshthi were found 
incised upon the statues or writren upon dedicatory tc9««Is. With the further 
exploration of this site there is good reason for hoping that we mfly be able to carry 
back OUT knowledge of the antiquities of the Frontier Province for* another century 
w more. Detailed acoonots of the explorations, both here and in Madras, are giren 
in Part II of the Archwologicol Eeporl for 190211*08. 

28. In the North-West Frontier Province, the creation of a Frovinoid Museum 
at Posliawar has been under the consMemtion of the Local Government. Instruc¬ 
tions on tbo subject were issued by Eis LxceUency the Vicemy m tho beginning 
of the year, and it has been decided that, as no auitablo building is availahlB in the 
city, the necessary accomtiiodation will be provided in the New Victoria Memorial 
Hall. In the meantime the antiquities excavated at Charsada and others coHocted 
from, the surrounding country have been securely packed and deposited in the 
T4di8il. 

A Central Museum for the Bombay Presidonoy is also being established and will 
ultimately be located in the Town Hah nt Bombay. A nuoleus of interesting objects 
for this Museum has been ooUected by Mr. Cousons in lib house at Poona, and the 
Government has leoenUy decided to rent thb building as a temporary depoeitorv, 
until the ohjeols can he removed to Bombay, The re-establishment of a local 
Museum in the Nagar Khana at Bijapur has already been rofeired to in pamgraph 
10 above. 

In the United Provinces, orders were given by Hb ExoeUency the Viceroy for 
the formation of a small Museum In connection with the Taj Mahal at Agra. One 
of the rooms m the south, or main entrance, is being fitted up for tlie purjidL), Here 
it b intended to place tbo anciuut plans of the Taj now iu the posaession of ihe 
CoQimbsioner at Agra, and to bring together any other designs, nmnuscripts, books, 
or photogmplis, oonnected with the bbtory and architecture of the Mausoleum, 
Spoeimena of the varloua stones used io the buUdlog, with samples of the pietra 
dura and the lapidaries" instruments, will also be exliibited. 

The creation of theSc small local Miistnims at centres like Bijapur and Apra 
forms part of a policy now definitely accepted by the Government of India, ei- 
that of encouraging local coUuotions in the neighbourhoods whore tho antiqiiitre^ 
have been found, and more particularly in connection with any fiimoua groups <jf 
hnildings, with which they are naturally associated. In pnrauance of thb policy 
similor Mi^ums have been started witliin the last few years at Malda, in Bengal and 
at Pagan, in Burma, ' ’ 

24. A sum of Bs. 2,500 was sanctioned by the Government of India (Kesolu 
tion No. Sl-61-9 of J9th December 1902) for the purchase of antiquities for thJ 
Museums at Lahore, Lucknow, Poona, Madras, and Calcutta. The money was to 
be expended by the Provinoial Archmologieal Superintendent in coniunction with tho 
Curator of the Museum or with myself. Owing to the fm-t that thb was the flmt 
occasion of such on allatment, and that little more than three months of the finan¬ 
cial year stUl remained when the sanotion was accoided, only a oomparntively smaJi 
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amount froin the ^rant was But the hope maj- be expressed that this wUl 

not be taken as a reason for disoontiamiig any portion of the ^ront in succeeding 
years. The sum is a smaJl one, hut it irUl genariiliy be sufficient to enable each 
Superintendent to iccuivi any antiquities of Tuluo that he may ohonce upon in the 
oouTse of his tours, which, if not secured at once, may afterwords be procurable only 
at a m il oh higher price, or be altogether lost to the Museums,

The attention of the (joremment of the United PtOTinoes was drawn to a red 
nandstonc statue, discovered on the rirer bank at KgieHtnvblii, and ihis has since 
been oonyeyed to Lucknow and. placed in the Museum tboro. 

2&. A very satisfactory beghming has been made in the formation of the CentralXilnrr. 
Archseological Library in Simla, towards which a sum of Rs. 6,000 woa sanctioned, 
by the Oovornment of India (Resolution No. 51-61-9, dated 9th December 1902). 

A nucleus for the library was fumiahed by the loan of a number of books from the 
spare copy rooms of the Home Department and the Metcalfe TTall. Some rolumea 
were also prosonted by the Local Oorernments, and a vrcloame gift of 31 Tolumea 
was receired from the Trustees of the British Museum, wluch included all their 
aTailable publications connected with Archseotogy, issued up to date. A sum of 
Rs. 6,170>2-8 was expended upon fresh purchases of books and photographs. 
Among the former, the series of the Journals of the Royal Asbitio Societies of 
London, Bombay, and Colombo, and of the Bengal ^isistic Society, the Gazette 
ArchiBologtque, Aroheeobgisohe Zoitnng, and the Indian Antiquary, deserve special 
mentjon. The books have been carefully olassided and an alphabetical Oatalogno 
prepared., which will be printed and submitted sopjirately. But ia Tiew oF the 
proposed transter of my office quartets to the new Secrefuriat Buildings, the library 
ha-s not yet been pernmnently arranged in such a manner as to admit of future 
expansion, nor—for the aame reason—have reference numbers or subject labels 
been attached to the hooka and shelves. 

26. A collection of 1,930 photo-prints, berides a number of duplicates, was 
made during the year. More tba n a third of these were token from the stock of 
negatives in the Indian Mtueum, Calcutta; others are from the new negatives pre¬ 
pared in the Provincial SorveyB; the remaiador have been purchased. For the 
present they are being kept on uniform paper mounts, olassided according to circles 
and districts, but by the time the series from the Calcutta negatives lias been com¬ 
pleted, it will probably be found more convenient to classify the coUeotion (which 
will then number about 10,900 prints^ according to subjects. 

A special endeavour is being madH to secure deiailod and fully repr^entative 
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photc^T^pliB of monmnents whish. liave already been destroyed Or are in djinger of 
demolition or rapid decsay, and also pbotogropba of tbe monuments anii sites in tbe 
oountdes beyond the frontiers of India. It is hoped by this means to enhance the 
Tnlue of the ooUeotion and extend nsefolne^, not only for the members of the 
Barney bat for oriental solidlars and traveUers generally.
